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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over applicant's 
statement of the prior art in view of Burns et al (66545 12). The applicant has described the light 
controlling element and specifically with respect LiNb0 3 , and that there is DC drift that is due to 
long term diffusion problems. Burns et al disclose in col. 5, lines 14-47 a similar system which 
uses a buffer layer to have long term temporal signal stability of the system, and this is 
equivalent to applicant's claimed anti-DC drift layer, and one would be motivated to use Burns et 
al layer because it gives long term temporal stability to the signal in the system. The thickness of 
the layer is also address and is in the range covered by Burns et al. 

3. Claims 2-4, 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The claimed invention of forming the anti-drift layer by doping anti-drift material from the base 
plate is not shown or suggested by the prior art. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The reference RE37809 in col. 20, lines 51-54 discusses the drift problem and 
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suggests in-diffusion of MgO. References 6198855 and 2003/0133638 discuss the diffusion and 
drift problem and the use buffer layers.
